I'nder the leadership of the Public 
Printer, George H. Carter, the Govirn- 
ment Printing Office, in Washington, 
has become the largest and best-equip- 
()ed plant of its kind in the world. 
It now (Kcupies seventeen acres of 
lloor sixace. With more than 4,300 
killed workers, this plant is pnxlucing 
$12,500,000 worth of printing a year. 

The Public IMnter estimates that 
the (rtivernment Printing Offu-e is now 
producing about $1,000,000 worth of 
work that the fxisfoffice de|xirtment 
and other departments of the Govern- 
ment formerly had done by privtite 
firms. 

One |>hase of the squabbling over 
laritT revision is the cost of printing 
connected with if. Thousjinds of 
copies of the original bill and revision 
of it have l)een printed. Millions of 
|)ages of hearings and special docu- 
ments have also been printed. The 
cost of this work is running close to 
$400,000, and may go higher. 

The future holds untold amoin.i^ ,m 
;iew work for Uncle Sam's great print 
shop. In addition to the endless 
irder for "regular" printed matter, 
and printing the big quantities of in- 
.ome tax forms, the plant also pro- 
duced the mammoth order -of qiu 
tionaires for the 1930 census. Fut- 
thermore, the force is now printing 
alxnit 1000 patent specification 
week. 

.Another reason for exjiansion of the 
plant Ls the Smo<it bill, designed to 
have all the executive deiiarlments of 
the CH)vernmenf si ' ' 'r orders for 
printing to this . nent. This 

law was enacted in 1919. but only re- 
cently have its provisions 1m»(mi on- 
forced 

.A huge Ixwk would be ncccss;iry 
fo list and descrilx- all the machines 
and other etiuipment now IxMiig u.sed 
in this plant. New equipnwnt is be- 
ing continually insUlled.— 5c/et/erf.

"illfKC in America — is Fred Tell, aged 
Iwetity-three, orally-educated, who 
played on the Armour basketball team. 

Young Tell received the degree of 
Bachelor of Science June 12th, on com- 
pletion of a four-year course. Four 
years ago, when he started his studies, 
'he college authorities refused to admit 
him on account of his deafness. I'res- 
sure and "pull" were exerted, and he 
*as given a trial. High standing soon 
earned him a scholarship, and he final- 
ly graduated with such high honors 
"lat I hear the Armour faculty has 
eagerly welcomed four or five deaf 
students for the fall term. 

Evidently the faculty got so ac- 
customed to considering the deaf high- 
grade scholars, since its original dis- 
inclination to even give them a trial
